I. is a fact of which every medical man muſt be 
aware, that, in the Pharmacopoeias already extant, a 
very inconſiderable number of formulæ are included for 
the particular uſe of ſurgeons, and many of theſe happen 
to be ſuch as individuals do not altogether approve. It 
may indeed. be very reaſonably diſputed, whether the 
learned bodies who have for a ſeries of years, ſent forth 
their inſtructions on this ſubje&, be actually competent 
to the taſk of direfting what remedies are adapted to the 
practice of a branch of the healing art with which they 
profeſs to have no acquaintance whatever ; and they 
would perhaps have done well, had they acknowledged 
this incompetency, by leaving entirely out of their new 
editions, the few topical remedies that are at preſent in- 
cluded in them. The deſign « of the following Pages, is to 
lupply the deficiencies alluded to, and to furnjſh the chi- 
rurgical pradtitioner, | with a complete calleSicn of thoſe 
formulz, which, in che courſe of his profeſſional engages 
ments, he muſk neceſſarily ſtand in need of, 


Since the publication of the. Theory of Chirurgical Phar 


macy, a work, at this time, in a great meaſure, obſolete, 
and diſgraced alſo with receipts for coſmetics and other 


ridiculous compoſitions, nothing of this kind has.been at- 
tempted. The practice of the different Hoſpitals, has indeed 
been the ſubject of a ſomewhat later publication, but its 
known inaccuracy, the unſcientific way in which it is put 
together, and the very few chirurgical remedies included 
in it, afford the practitioner a very ſcanty ſhare of informa- 
tion. In the preſent work, particular care has been taken 
to admit only ſuch formulz as are applicable to ſurgery, 
and, of thoſe, none but really uſeful and efficacious reme- 
dies, Where this rule is diſregarded at leaſt, it is only

on the authority of ſome eminent practitioner, whoſe par- 
tiality to a particular remedy, has been grounded on a 
long experience of its good effects, and whoſe name fur- 
niſhes a ſort of ſanction for its introduction. 

In the nomenclature, as ſtrict an attention is paid as 
the caſe would admit, to the plan very properly purſued 
by the London College, bnt, in ſome few caſes, as the 
reader will readily perceive, it has been found impracti- 
—_ 

Since the practice of ſurgery unavoidably embraces 
many of the remedies of the phyſician, it has alſo been 
found neceſlary to pay a degree of attention to them; but 
this is done to no farther an extent, than the cuſtoms of 
medical ſurgery may be ſuppoſed to warrant. To all the 
formulæ directly taken from the College, a diſtinguiſhing 
mark has been affixed. The more operoſe of theſe, as the 
chemical preparations, &c. are merely named, and their 
uſes, in a conciſe Way, pointed out. The more pharma- 
ceutical compoſitions, as the collyria, liniments, unguents, 
&c. are detailed, and their mode of application ſpoken of. 
Laſtly, it may be proper to obſerve, that CnzszLDEN's 
Short Eſſay towards a Pharmacopoeia Chirurgica, jannexed to 
Le Dran's Operations, furniſhed the general hint for the pre- 
Tent publication, which, it is hoped, will be found of 
ſome utility to the ſurgical praktitioner.

ALKOHOL CARYOPHYLLATUM., 


R Alkoholis drach. 11.

This ſolution of oil of cloves in alkohol, has 
been applied upon lint, to carious bones, to 
quicken the proceſs of exfoliation. At the 
Infirmary at Gloceſter this end was thought to 
be anſwered, at leaſt equally well, by the * 
plication of vinegar. 


ANTIMONIUM MURIATUM. (L) 


As a cauſtic, this remedy has been long uſed, 


under the name of butter of antimony, for deſtroy. 
ing warts and .. 


AQUA CUPRI VITRIOLATI CAMPHO- 
RATA. 


R Cupri vitriolati.

The boiling water is to be added to the othey 
ingredients, and filtered when cold. This is

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the aqua camphorata of Bates, and is chiefly - 
employed, in a diluted ſtate, ag a collyrium;

tion to foul ulcers, 


AQUA KALI PURI. TL) 


R Kali lib. iv. 
Calcis lib. vj. 
Aquæ diſtillatæ cong. iv. 


Four pints of water being added to the lime, 
are to be allowed to ſtand for one hour; after 
which the kali and the reſt of the water are to 
be joined. The mixture is then to be boiled for 
a quarter of an hour, and when cold ſtrained 
off. This is the ſoap-ley of the old Diſpenſa- 
tory. It has been thought capable of diſſol- 
ving urinary calculi, and with this view has 
been given in conſiderable doſes, and for a 
length of time, in ſeveral inſtances. Theſe 
trials, however, have not proved ſo ſucceſsful 
as could have been wiſhed, nor is the exhibi- 
tion of ſo active a remedy unattended with diſ- 
advantageous conſequences to the ſyſtem, for 
which reaſon, under the name of nephritic alkaline 
water, vegetable alkali ſuperſaturated with fix- 
ed air, has of late been ſubſtituted in nephritic 
complaints, and is very ſtrongly recommended 
by Dr. Percival and other writers. 
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ARGENTUM NTTRATUM. /Z) 


This is the mildeſt of the cauſtics uſed in ſur- 
gery, Its utility as an occaſional application 
to venereal and other ulcers is well known. 
Mr. Hunter dire&ts it alſo in the cure of ſtric- 
tures, in which caſe it is to be paſſed, through 
a cans down the urethra, till it comes into 
contact with the diſeaſed part. 


ARSENICUM ANTIMONIATUM. 


R Antimonii pulverizati unc. ij. 
Arſenici pulverizati unc. j. 


Theſe are to be fluxed together in a crucible 
and afterwards reduced to powder. This is the 
cauſtic ſo extenſively uſed, under the name of 
arſenical cauſtic, by the late Mr, Juſtamond in his 
treatment of cancers, It 1s, perhaps, one of 
the moſt uſeſul of this claſs of remedies, being 
remarkably well calculated for the de ſtruction 
of excreſcences, or for the removal of parts, in 
i1l-conditioned ulcers, which ſeem to obſtruct 
their healing. It may be reduced to any degree 
of mildneſs by the addition of powdered opium, 
which, in ſome meaſure, alſo a&s ſpecifically, 
in diminiſhing the violence of the pain. 
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BALSAMUM PERUVIANUM CUM 


R Fellis bovis drach. iij. 
Balſami peruviani drach, j. miſce, 


This is a remedy of the late Dr. Hugh Smith, 
who directed it to be occaſionally dropped into 
the ear in thoſe caſes where a conſtant diſ- 
charge of fœtid matter indicates a diſeaſed ſtate 
of its ſecretions, The gall employed in it has 
alſo the property of ſoftening the wax ſo as to 
render it more removeable by ſimple ſyring- 
ing. | 

CALOMELAS. L 

This preparation of quickſilver is in ſuch 

general uſe as to need no particular deſcription, 


CALX CUM KALI PURO. /L) 


This is the cauſticum corvnune fortius of the 
old Diſpenſatory. The principal uſe to which 
it has been applied, has been for the purpoſe 
of opening abſceſſes, but this is more expedi- 
tiouſly done by the application of kali purum, 


CATAPLASMA ACETI. 


This cataplaſm may be made either with vi- 
negar and oatmeal only, or with the addition 
of bread-crumbs, It is a ſimple but effectual

remedy for ſprains or bruiſes, and anſwers beſt 
if applied cold, in which ſtate it alſo has con- 


ſiderable effect in ſtopping the progreſs of ſcro- 
fulous enlargements of the bones, 


CATAPLASMA ALUMINIS. CLI 


This is prepared by briſkly ſtirring a lump of 
alum in the whites of two eggs till they form a 
coagulum which is found very ſerviceable in 
ophthalmia, that of the purulent kind more 
eſpecially, It is to be applied to the eye be- 
tween two pieces of thin linen rag. AS a re- 
medy for chilblains it is alſo very efficaceous. 


CATAPLASMA BRIONLE COMPOSI- 
TUM. 


R Radicis brioniæ unc. 117, 
Florum ſambuci unc. j. 
Gummi ammoniaci unc. ſs. 
Ammoniz muriatz drach, ij. 
Spiritus camphorati unc. j. 


After boiling the briony and elder flowers 
till they become tender, they muſt be bruiſed, 
and the gum ammoniac, previouſly diſſolved in 
vinegar, muſt be added to them. The muria- 
ted ammonia and the camphorated ſpirit are 
laſtly to be joined, and the whole mixed toge- 
ther into a cataplaſm, This is the cataplaſma 
diſcutiens of the old Edinburgh Pharmacopoeia. 
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 CATAPLASMA CALCIS, 
R Calcis.

The lime being flacked with a ſufficient 
quantity of water, the lard and oatmeal are to 


be afterwards added. This is in uſe at the 
Bath Hoſpital as a remedy in knee caſes. 


 CATAPLASMA CALCIS VITRIOLATA. 


The uſe of plaſter of Paris as a cataplaſm to 
nlcers was firſt introduced into practice by 
Mr. Blizard at the London Hoſpital. Its ef- 
fets were at firſt thought very flattering, though 
the principle on which 1t was applied has ne- 
ver been well explained, but a farther trial 
does not appear to have confirmed its uſeful- 
neſs, The powdered plaſter is mixed in the 
common way, with water, and applied, while 
ſoft, to the ulcer, where it hardens and is ſuf- 
fered to remain for two or three days before it is 
renewed, It is principally adapted for the 
treatment of that kind of ulcer in which a 
want of vigour 1s apparent. 


CATAPLASMA CEREVISLE. 


This is prepared by ſtirring into the grounds 
of ſtrong beer as much oatmeal as will make

it of a ſuitable conſiſtence. It is ſometimes + 
employed as a ſtimulant, but moſt commonly 


as an antiſeptic to mortified __ 


CATAPLASMA CICUTE. 


To the fomentum cicutæ add as much oat- 
meal as will ſufficiently thicken it. This poul- 
tice is employed in cancerous and ſcrofulous 
caſes and in moſt ulctrs of an inveterate cha- 


rafter, to diminith their ſenſibility and amend 


the diſcharge. The freſh herb, bruiſed, was 
preferred for theſe purpoſes, by Mr, Juſtamonq;, 
and is perhaps more to be relied on. 


CATAPLASMA CUMINI. I/ 
R Seminum cumini lib. j. 
Baccarum lauri. 
Foliorum ſcordii exſiccatorum. 
Radicis ſerpentariæ virginianæ ſing.

Caryophyllorum aromaticorum unc. j. 
Theſe ingredients are directed by the Col- 
lege to be powdered and formed into a cata- 
plaſm with thrice their weight of honey. This 
remedy is ſeldom uſed at preſent, but was for- 
merly conſidered as a uſeful antiſeptic, and ap- 
plied, with that view, to mortified parts. 
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CATAPLASMA DAUCI. 


This cataplaſm, which has been found of ſer- 
vice in ſwectening putrid ulcers particularly 
thoſe of the cancerous kind, 1s prepared merely 
by boiling carrots a ſufficient length of time 
and maſhing them up into a pulp. Turnips are 
ſometimes prepared in the fame way, and are 
found to anſwer the ſame purpoſe. Both are 
to be applied to the ulcer without the inter- 
vention of lint or any other ſubſtance, 


CATAPLASMA EFFERVESCENS. 


This cataplaſm is prepared by ſtirring into 
an infuſion of malt (ſuch as may be readily ob- 
tained from the ale or porter brewers) as much 
oatmeal as 1s required to make it of a proper 
thickneſs, and afterwards adding about a {poon- 
ful of yeaſt, This is by much the moſt effec- 
tual way of applying fixed air to ulcers, cancers, 
or other local affections requiring to be treated 
with powerful antiſeptic remedies. In apply- 
ing it, care muſt be taken not to bind it on 
too cloſely, as the fermentation, a ſhort time 
after its application, will be conſiderable, and 
its bulk, of courſe, ſo increaſed, as to put the 


cloths and bandages which confine it very much 
on the ſtretch, 
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 CATAPLASMA FARINACEUM, 


It has been the cuſtom, for a very long pe- 
riod, to employ milk in the compoſition of a 
bread-poultice, but as it is liable to turn ſour by 
the heat of the body, and poſſeſſes no greater 
property of relaxing the ſkin than water, we 


ſhould prefer the latter, It is prepared effec- 
tually and with very little trouble, by merely 
ſoaking ſlices of new bread, in boiling hot wa- 
ter, till they are ſwollen and perfectly ſoft. It 
is neceſſary to pour away, and even to preſs 
out, as much water as may appear to be ſuper- 


fluous, and the bread may then be beaten up 


with a ſpoon, This compoſition will be ren- 
dered ſtill more complete if we ſtir into it a 
a {mall quantity of linſeed meal, which has the 
double advantage of binding its parts together, 
ſo that it ſhall not ſmear and cling to the ſkin, 
and alfo of retaining, for a much longer time, 
that moiſture, on the preſervation of which, 
its ſurgical properties chiefly depend. The ad- 
dition of oil, or any kind of unguent in poul- 
tices, is deſtructive of their efficacy, and cannot 
be too ſtrenuouſly prohibited, 


CATAPLASMA GALBANI COMPOSI- 
TUM.

Linfeed-poultice is made by ftirring a fuf- 
ficient quantity of the meal into boiling water. 
This is reckoned a good emotlient, and is uni- 
verſally adopted by the hoſpitals; but it 1s doubt- 
ful whether the poultice of bread and linſeed 
do nat excel it, as there is too great an abun- 
dance of ſlimy mucilage in the linſeed alone, to 
anſwer, completely, the purpoſes of a relaxant. 


CATAPLASMA LYTHARGYRI ACE- 
TATI. | 


R Aquz lithargyri acetati drach, j.

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This poultice is a ſuitable vehicle for the ſa- 
turnine ſolution, and is to be applied in caſes 
of local inflammation or to 1mprove the ſtate 
of unhealthy ſores, | | 


CATAPLASMA MALI MATURI., 


This is a good and convenient cataplaſm for 
inflamed eyes. The apples are to be thoroughly 
roaſted and the ſoft pulp- ſeparated and applied 
to the eye without any intervening ſubſtance, 
It may not be amiſs to mention here, that, in 
all caſes of ophthalmy where a cataplaſm is 
preferred, it ſhould be applied to the naked 
eye, unleſs its ingredients be ſo rough or the 
eye ſo irritable as to render that imprudent, in 
which caſe, the uſual way of incloſing it be- 
tween two pieces of gauze or thin linen rag is 
to be adopted, though the experiment will at 
once ſhew how impoſſible it 1s, in this way to 
bring the remedy cloſely into contatt with the 
diſeaſed part. This cataplaſm 1s among the 
remedies employed in the Hoſpital of Invalids 
at Paris, but the apples are there directed to be 
mixed with milk, which, coagulating, forms a 
compound probably of leſs efficacy than the 
apples alone,

; CATAPLASMA QUERCUS MARINI. 
This is prepared by bruiſing a quantity of 


the marine plant commonly called ſea tang, 
which 1s afterwards to be applied by way of a 
poultice. Its chief uſe is in caſes of ſcrofula ; 
white ſwellings and glandular tumours more 
eſpecially, Where this vegetable cannot be 
obtained in its recent ſtate, a common poultice 
of ſca water and oatmeal has been ſubſtituted by 
Mr. Hunter and other ſurgeons of eminence, 
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: application in the latter ſtages of ophthalmy, 
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CATAPLASMA RADICIS SOLANI TU. 
BEROSI, 


A quantity of raw potatoes are to be pound - 
ed in a mortar to a proper degree of fineneſs. 
This, though a vulgar remedy, is nevertheleſs 
a very uſeful application to parts that have 
been ſcalded or burnt, but chiefly in the former 
caſe, They are to be applicd cold, which con- 
tributes farther to the property they poſleſs of 
reſiſting the progrels of the inflammation, 


CATAPLASMA ROSE, 


R Conſerve roſæ unc. ij.

The alum is to be finely pulverized and mixed 
with the conſerve. This is reckoned a uſeful

brated cancer remedy of Mr. Plunkett, great 
circumſpection is at all times neceſſary, parti- 
cularly in applying it to cancers of the noſe or 
lips, on account of the danger of ſwallowing a 
portion of the arſenic.

The mode of 
uſing it, is by app'ying to the lower and an- 
terior part of the tumour, a common adheſive 
plaſter, ſpread on leather, and conſiſting of 
ſeveral folds or thickneſſes, through which is 
made a circular hole or well for the reception 
of the paſte, This is ſuffered to he on for 
about eight hours, at the end of which time, 
without having given the patient much pain, 
it will be found to have penetrated down to 
the tunica vaginalis, and the remaining treat- 
ment conſiſts only in applying poultices till the 
eſchar ſloughs, the water is evacuated, and the 
cure completed, It may not be improper 
however to add, that the application of kali 
purum anſwers equally well in the cure of the 


hydrocele, and the pain it occaſions is inconſi- 
derable.

The whole compoſition, from firſt to 
laſt, muſt be inceſſantly and effectually ſtirred, 
without which the whole will be ſpoiled. This 
formula was introduced into practice by Mr, 
Pott, and is found to be a very convenient 
application in fractures, and alſo as an exter- 
nal dreſſing for ulcers, being of a very conve- 
nient degree of adheſiveneſs, and alſo poſſeſſ- 
ing the uſual properties of a ſaturnine remedy. 


CERATUM SPERMATIS CETI. CL

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of very ative ingredients, namely, that the 
healthy, no leſs than the unſound parts of the 
urethra, are expoſed to their effects and may 
become diſeaſed in proportion as the diſeaſed 
parts become ſound. For theſe reaſons, and 
becauſe of the impoſſibility of medicating ſo 
much and no more of the bougie than comes 
in conta& with the ſtricture, ſurgeons have, 
for the molt part, given up the ule of them. 
The following however are the formulæ that 
have been moſt in repute.

Some ſurgeons have preferred the common 
plaſter bougie with a little red nitrated quick- 
ſilver, or ſome other eſcharotic rubbed upon, 
or rather incorporated with, the {mall end, 
which they have afterwards endeavoured to 
paſs into the ſtricture. But the objettions to 
this method are obvious. 

Bougies are hkewiſe formed of catgut, a 
ſubſtance well calculated to penetrate a ſtric- 
tured part in the firſt inſtance, as it admits of 
being made ſmaller than the plaſter bougie and 
yet poſſeſſes a ſufficient degree of elaſticity and 
ftrength to allow of being puſhed forward 
with ſome force. Catgut bougies are alſo 
well calculated to paſs through an aperture- 
which takes a winding ſort of direction, a caſe 
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in which the common bougie very frequently 
fails, They do lefs however towards dilating 


the ſtrifture than is generally ſuppoſed, as 


they ſoon become ſoft and flabby and in that 
ſtate rather yield to the preflure of the ſtricture 
than produce the effect of dilating it. 


CEREI SIMPLICES. 


Simple bougies, or thoſe deſigned to act me- 


chanically on ſtrictures in the urethra, have 


been prepared from various receipts which it 
is ſcarcely worth While to enumerate; the in- 
ingredients being, for the moſt part alike, but 
differing in their proportions.

This is a moſt powerful cauſtic, and perhaps 
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the moſt uſeful, for that reaſon, of any employed 
in ſurgery. It acts immediately on being applied 
to a living part, and in that reſpect, has the ad- 
vantage of thoſe ſubſtances which require to be 
applied for a length of time, and whoſe action, 
of courſe, is left more to accident. In the 
ſtate directed by the College, it has a diſpoſition 
to liquify, which is exceedingly inconvenient ; 
but it has been improved in this reſpe& by a 
ſpecics of adulteration practiced by the chemiſts, 
who introduce a ſmall proportion of unſlaked 
lime in fine powder, and thus give the ſticks 
into which it is formed, a ſuitable degree of ſo- 
A , 

Its principal uſe is for opening abſceſſes and 
venereal buboes, and the mode of applying it 
is as follows, The cauſtic, being ſlightly moiſt- 
ened at the end with a little water, is to be rub- 
bed on the thinneſt, moſt prominent, and moſt 
depending part of the tumour, Its immediate 
effect will be to deftroy the ſkin, which is to be 
removed and the farther operation of the cauſ- 
tic encouraged, by continuing the friftion in 
various directions. By a little management of 
this ſort, the living parts may be ſucceſſively 
brought into contact with the cauſtic, ſo that, at 
length, a complete opening may be effected. 
This however being a proceſs of ſome ſeve- 
rity to the patient, and the immediate diſcharge 
of the matter of an abſceſs leldom if ever requi- 
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lite, it will be found ſufficient to rub the part 
with the cauſtic three or four times in themanner 
deſcribed, and afterwards cover the eſchar with 
a ſmall bit of lint, which may either be con- 
fined by an adheſive plaſter or by a common 
poultice. In a day or two, the dead portion 
will begin to ſlough, and the matter will find a 
gradual outlet at the edges, Some c1ution is 
neceſlary to confine this application to as ſmall 
a point as poſſible, on account of the diſpoſiti- 
on of the kali to act laterally, For this reaſon 
it ſhould rather be twirled between the finger 
and thumb, than employed with a circuitous 
motion of the hand. 

Cauſtics are applied to various parts of the 
body, with a view of exciting a new action 
and by that means ſuperſeding diſeaſed ac- 
tion. Under this idea it 1s, that the late Mr, 
Pott ſuggeſted a mode of treating incurvations 
of the dorſal vertebræ in ſcrofulous patients, by 
applying a cauſtic on each ſide of the projec- 
tion and afterwards eſtabliſhing a conſiderable 
drain, by converting them into large iſſues, a 
plan of treatment of which every day's experi- 
ence proves the propriety.

In the latter much has 
deen aſſerted of its properties, and caſes have 
been ſaid to terminate ſucceſsfully by it's uſe. 


In the noli me tangere at leaſt, it e has 
proved of conſiderable ſervice.

The uſe of this, as a mild yet efficacious 
purgative, is well known, In ſurgical cafes, 
where purging with the leaſt poſſible degree 
of irritation is required, this remedy is, of all 
others, to be recommended.

This is a well-known medicine, It is uſed 
internally in gleets and nephritic complaints, 
and externally, as a ſtimulating liniment and a 
ſtyptic, in which latter characters it proves ne 
inadequate remedy although ſurgeons ſeldom 
chooſe to have recourſe to it. A ſolution of 
maſtich in oil of turpentine forms an adyere 
tiled remedy for the tooth- ach.

According to ſome writers, but more parti- 
cularly Dr. Withering, there are ſeveral ways 
in which the views of a medical practitioner 
in preſcribing this remedy may be fruſtrated, 
The plant choſen for preparing the extralt may 
not be the true conium maculatum, which is 
diſtinguiſned by red ſpots along the ſtalk. It 
may not be gathered when in perfection, namely, 
when beginning to flower, The inſpiſſation of 
the juice may not have been performed in a 
water- bath, but, for the ſake of diſpatch, over a 
common fire. The leaves, of which the powder 
is made, may not have been cautiouſly dried and 


Preſerved in a well ſtopped bottle; or if ſo, may 


A 
ſtill not have been guarded from the ill effects 
of expoſure to the light. Or laſtly, the whole 
medicine may have ſuffered from the mere effects 
of long keeping. From any of theſe cauſes, it 
is evident, the powers of cicuta may have ſuf- 
fered; and it happens, no doubt, very frequent- 
ly, that the failure of it ought, in fact, to be at- 
tributed to one or other of them. 

The mode of adminiſtering Hemlock, is by 
beginning with a very ſmall doſe, and augmen- 
ting it gradually, till the patient begins to ex- 
perience {ome inconvenient effects in the head 
and ſtomach; at which period it is, that the 
good effects, if any can be produced, will be 
manifeſt.

plication as a topic in cancerous ulcers. The 


ſolution being diluted to the proportion of one 
grain of arſenic to a quart, a poultice is to be 
made of it with crumb of bread, and applied 
next the wound. The late Mr. Juſtamond 


tried arſenic very extenſively in cancerous af- 


fections, and, from his deſcription, - even its ex- 
ternal application is to be managed with great 
caution, on account of the deleterious effects it 
is liable to produce on the ſyſtem, probably 


from its being abſorbed. In adminiſtering this 
ſolution internally, Dr. Fowler directs a doſe of 
ten or twelve drops, to adults, twice or three 


times a day; but it may be prudent to begin with 


a much ſmaller quantity. The properties of |

At St. Bartho- 
lomew's Hoſpital, an aqua hydrargyrs muriati is 
kept, conſiſting of eight grains, with two drams 
of muriated ammonia, diſſolved in a pint of 
water; the doſe, half an ounce twice a day, 
The ſpirit e is certainly to be preferred, 
as it in ſome meaſure prevents the ill effects 
which this remedy is apt to produce on the 
ſtomach and bowels.

The water is to be added in ſuch a quantity 
as barely to diſſolve the whole of the ſalt. 
This ſolution is of ſervice in complaints of the 
ear, particularly thoſe which ariſe from hard- 
ened wax, which it has a tendency to ſoften, 


To that the ear may be afterwards cleanſed by 


iyringing warm water into it. This remedy 
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was firſt brought into notice by Dr. Haygarth, Ll 


who found it a better ſolvent of the wax than 
any thing before uſed for that purpoſe,

The ſoap is to be digeſted with the ſpirit till 
it is diſſolved. The addition of one ounce of

Burnt ſponge has for ſome time been employ- þ 
ed, in the doſe of from one to three ſcruples, 41 
for the cure of ſcrofula. But as its properties q | 
merely depend. on the quantity of natron it, 
contains, the latter is now generally preferred, 
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SUCCUS ACONITI SPISSATUS.. 


This remedy is prepared exactly in the way 
directed by the College for the extract of hem- 
lock. It is given at St. Bartholomew's Hoſpi- 


tal, in cancerous and ſcrofulous caſes, in pro- 
greſſive doſes, beginning with four or five grains 


three times a day. 


SUCCUS CICUTZ SPISSATUS. L/ 


Concerning this remedy, the preparation of 
which 1s fully deſcribed in the new College 
Pharmacopoeia, particular mention is made un- 


der the head of pilulæ cicutæ. 


SUCCUS HYOSCY AMI SPISSATUS. 


This alſo is prepared in the manner directed 


for cicuta. It has been tried, with various 


degrees of ſucceſs, in cancer and ſcrofula; and 


Mr. Bell, of Edinburgh, ſpeaks of having employ- 


ed it with advantage in chordees which have 


reſiſted the uſe of opium. He recommends the 


doſe of it to be gradually increaſed from one 
grain to two, three, or more, three times a day, 


After the patient has taken it ſome weeks, the 


quantity in each doſe will admit of being in- 
creaſed to ſeven or eight grains.

TERRA PONDEROSA MURIATA, 


A ſaturated watery ſolution of muriated barys 
tes, (a ſalt produced by combining the true terra 
ponderoſa with muriatic acid) has of late been 
introduced into practice by Dr. Adair Crawford, 
who tried it very extenſively in St, Thomas's 
Hoſpital, and found it © peculiarly W to 
correct the ſcrofulous diatheſis.“ 

Great nicety is required in the preparation of 
this medicine, and its exhibition muſt be regu- 
lated with the utmoſt caution. Four or five 
drops, in diſtilled water, twice a day, is a ſuffi- 
cient doſe in the beginning; but it may, in 
ſome caſes, be gradually increaſed to fifteen 
drops or more. Should any nauſea however, or 
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vertigo, be occaſioned, this quantity cannot be 
ſafely augmented,*

We are directed to digeſt theſe in a gentle

The application of this remedy has been 
groſsly miſtaken in its general uſe as a ſtyptic 
to freſh wounds, which it certainly injures, not 
only by its ſtimulating qualities but alſo by the 
ſeparation of the rezins which takes place on 
its intermixture with the blood. Theſe form 
2 ſubſtance which abſolutely prevents, what 
is molt defirable in ſuch a cafe, the ſides of the 
wound from coming into contact and uniting 
by the firſt intention, Its proper application 
is to languid ulcers, and in this view it is in

ly St. Bartholomew's, Another very impor- 
tant uſe of it, is to form a mechanical covering 
to the aperture made in the ſkin by ſome com- 
pound frattures. In theſe, the object is, to pre- 
vent the admiſſion of air, ſo as to give nature 
a chance of uniting the bone in the way of a ſim- 
ple fracture. To effect this very eligible mode 
of cure requires ſome nicety in the application 
of the tincture, Which is commonly uſed on 
pledgits of lint, laid one over the other, ſo as to 
cover the orifice and extend to ſome diſtance 
around it, It 1s of great conſequence, in mak- 
ing this attempt, to prevent the tincture from 
flowing into the wound, for which reaſon, it 
would perhaps be moſt adviſable to cover it 
with a little gold-beater's ſkin before the tinc- 
ture is more profuſely employed. 


TINCTURA CANTHARIDIS,

This differs from the College formula only 
in the omiſſion of the cochineal Which is a uſe- 
leſs ingredient.

This tincture is given internally for gleets, 
and for incontinence of urine ariſing from a 


liquid for external uſe in cancers, and which 
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defeRtive action of the ſphincter veſicæ, which 
it frequently reſtores by its ſtimulus. The 
uſual doſe is from ten to forty drops twice or 


thrice a day, Externally its principal uſe is in 


the cure of, ſinuſes and fiſtulous openings, when 
it is employed as an injection in the proportion 


of three or four drams to a pint of water, Its 
good effects in theſe caſes, depend on its being 
ſufficiently ſtrong to excite inflammation.

The ruſt of iron is to be mixed with the mu- 
riatic acid in a glaſs veſſel, in which ſtate, being 
occaſionally ſhaken, they are to remain for 
three days. The clear part is then to be evapo- 
rated to one pint, and when cold, the ſpirit 
is to be added. | 

Internally, this is ſometimes given for gleets, 
but a more important uſe has been aſſigned it 
of late by Mr. Cline, who orders it in dyſuria, 
when a conſequence of ſtricture, in the doſe of 
ten drops every ten minutes. This relaxes the 
ſpaſm through which the retention is occaſion- 
ed, by producing nauſea, which appears to be 
the mode of its operation.

Theſe are to be digeſted, in a gentle heat, 
for eight days, and the tincture ſtrained. This 
medicine is not ſo much in uſe as formerly. It 

is occaſionally employed however in detergent 

gargles, and as an application to ulcers that 

require ſtimulating. By joining to theſe in- 

gredients, an ounce of hepatic aloes, we make 

the old compound tincture of myrrh, which,

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though now in diſuſe, is no deſpicable appit- 
cation to ulcers of a particular deſcription.

It may not be amiſs to remark here, that the 
narcotic qualities of opium are greatly, if not 
wholly repreſſed, by its junction with the an- 
timony : inſomuch, that the effects of a conſi- 
derable doſe is rather that of * pain 
chan procuring ſleep.

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It may not be improper to mention here, that 
Dr. Kirkland diſtinguiſhes the irritability of 
ulcers into two kinds, the inflammatory, and 
the ſpaſmodic.

Auſtin however, recommended it upon the 
prir-iple of its leſſening the irritability of the 


bladder, and diminiſhing that ſecretion of dil- 


eaſed mucus, which he ſuppoſed greatly to con- 
tribute to the augmentation of the ſtone, 
Mr. Bell of Edinburgh ſtrongly recommends 


it in that ſtate of a gonorrhea where the irrita- 


bility of the bladder is excited in a high de- 
gree and where the urine is loaded with viſcid 
matter, In theſe caſes, he directs the powder 
to be given in doſes of a ſcruple or half a dram 
three times a day. A remedy of this ſort is 
certainly a great deſideratum in ſurgery,
